Agreements with Lincoln Family Medicine Center, a Division of Lincoln Medical
Education Partnership (LMEP), Dr. Gross Iwersen Kratochvil, Efrain G. Ochoa
and Carrie York to provide specialized medical care and assistance to Lancaster
County General Assistance clients who have pending claims with the Social
Security Administration and may be eligible for retroactive Medicaid benefits.
The agreements set forth a reimbursement arrangement in which the County
will provide payment for the medical care and the facilities will reimburse the
County if/when the General Assistance client is later determined eligible for
Medicaid reimbursement. The agreements are effective upon execution of both
parties and contain a 30-day termination provision. (C-06-0652 through

A grant contract with Cedars Youth Services for the following programs: Drug
Court Tracker, in the amount of $12,000, Pretrial Diversion/Minority Outreach
